Selling Agricultural Lands. 

The writor has a distinct recollection 
of the tenacity with which Ministers 
contended, both 5 in the Committee 
room and in the House, for powor to 
sell outright the public lands. Of 
course they carried their point, and, 
consequently, an |otherwise excellent 
law is marred by that provision— a 
pToTiBlonT *»a we think, wrong in prin- 
ciple and dangerous in the hands of 
unprincipled men. Ab an illustration 
of the avidity with which the Govern- 
ment have used, or rather abused, the 
power thus taken.it may bo mentioned 
that they have just sold a tract of six 
thousand five hundred acres on the 
Lower Fraser to one man at the no- 
minal price of ono dollar an acre ! The 
term "nominal" is usod advisedly. 
The unparalleled richness and conse- 
quent great value of the delta lands of 
ih« Lower Fraser is well l,nown. Add 
to this the reflection that the action of 
the Government threatens to drive the 
Canadian Pacific Eailway down the 
Valley of the Lower Fraser, and it 
will readily be understood that one 
dollar an acre is, indeed, only a no- 
minal price for the choicest of these 
fertile acres. That good agricultural 
land in eligible positions is not super- 
abundant in British Columbia must bo 
admitted; and it follows, theroforo, 
that such lands ought to be carefully 
dealt out for legitimate use to actual 
Bellors — each settler to have a reason- 
able homestead and nothing more. 
The Legislature, in its wisdom, has 
decided that one hundred and sixty 
acres constitutes an ample homestead 
in the section of country alluded 
to. But here is enough to make 
FORTY such homesteads, and 
one hundred acres over, given to 
one man, and that, too, at a nominal 
price! It is, indeed, difficult to see 
how such a transaction can bo justified 
fr«m a public point of view. We are 
quite prepared to believe that Minis- 
tors are at their wit's end for revenue; 
for that is only the natural and inevi- 
table result of their reckless and in- 
sane policy. But, of all the conceiv- 
able modes of "raising the wind, "that 
of selling large tracts of the choicest 
of our agricultural linds at a nominal 
price to speculators or monopolists is 
probably the most objectionable and 
pernicious. No blame whatovor can 
be attached to the purchaser, and we 
congratulate the ono in question upon 
his good fortuno.for he has secured for 
six thousand, five hundred dollars, what 
will, in all probability, bo worth ten 
imes that sum beforo this time noxt 
year. It is those who are in the posi- 
tion of guardians or trustees of the 
public domain that must boar the 
whole blame.

That tho League referred lo, acting 
under tho impression that further sur- 
veys may detract from the favourable 
opinion now entertained by tho engin- 
eers of the Bute Inlot route, are desir- 
ous of forcing Your Excellency's Gov- 
ernment into an immediate selection: 

That we consider it would bo un- 
wise, impolitic, and unjust to select 
any line for tho railway until time bo 
given for a thorough survey of tho 
different routes on tho mainland, be- 
lieving, as we do, that such survey 
must result in tho selection of Fraser 
Valley route, which is tho only ono 
that connects tho fertile districts of 
the interior with the seaboard : 

That, as it is evident that tho sur- 
veys aro not yet sufficiently advanced 
to allow of an intelligent decision on 
the question of route being arrived at, 
we consider that a vigorous and imme- 
/diate prosecution of tho surveys by 
YYour Excellency's Government, to be 
'(followed in 1875 by tho commence- 
ment of construction on the mainland, 
will be a faithful carrying out of the 
spirit of the Terms of Union. 

Your petitioners, therefore, humbly 
pray that Your Excellency take the 
views expressed in this our petition 
into your most favourable considera- 
tion. 

And your petitioners will ever pray, 
&c, &o. 

If anything were wanted to show 
the folly of Mr. Walkem's mission to 
England it would bo such a statement 
as the foregoing. To givo his appeal 
to the Crown anything like respect- 
ability or weight, unanimity on the 
part of tho people of British Columbia 
would have been essential. But it is 
clear from this that on tho mainland 
the grievance is Mr. Walkem and his 
protest, not the Government at Ottawa 
that Mr. "Walkem is appealing against. 
His position has for some time been 
little short of ludicrous, and the pro- 
test of his own people makes it more 
absurd then ever.

Mr. Walkem, the Premier of Bri- 
tish Columbia, finds it, vro do not 
doubt, far more agreeable and easy to 
discuss bis grievances with London 
editors than to defond his policy bo- 
fore hia countrymen at homo. Ho lias 
tho satisfaction of knowing that, while 
meetings aro being hold in British 
Columbia to protest against his pro- 
ceedings, his memorial to the Queen is 
re-printod in full in tho London 
"Times." We need not refer again 
to that document, Everybody is ac- 
quainted with the "terms of union," 
and we all know why certain stijmla- 
tions therein wore nover carried into 
effect. We also know that, just as 
rashly as they assented to those stipu- 
lations, the lato Government of Cana- 
da passed an Order in Council fixing 
the terminus of tho road at Esqui- 
malt. 

When that order was passed tho 
surveys were in a most incomplete 
state, and the result of further in- 
quiry has been that, while British Co- 
lumbia will have her railroad as pro- 
mised to her, the terminus will be 
elsewhere. And that this gives great 
satisfaction to a most important sec- 
tion of tho country, is shown by tho 
meetings held and resolutions adopt- 
ed. A petition agreed to at ono of 
these meetings, and signed by 644 
persons— nearly tho whole white popu- 
lation of the district— has just boon

CHARGES OF CONTUMACY 
INSUBORDINATION. 



AND 



SECOND DAY. 

Tho Court assembled at half-past ton 
o'clock, the Lord Bishop presiding, as- 
sisted by Judge O'liiolly, Archdeacon 
Woods and Rev. Mr Mason as assessors. 
The interest in tho proceedings seems to 
have Bomevhat abated, judging from 
the number of visitors in attendance. 

Mr. McCreight opened tho proceedings 
by stating that perhaps he had not suili- 
ciehtly alluded to tho offence committed 
by Mr. Cridgo against the canons of tho 
Church in publishing remarks in dispar- 
agment'of the office of Bishop. Counsel 
horo read extracts from several of Dean 
Oridge's letters in which tho divine right 
of bishops was disparagingly alluded to, 
and unfavorable comments made upon a 
sermon delivered by tho Bishop in refer- 
ence to the Syood. After which reading 
Mr. McOreight asked was it possible to 
carry on tho duties of tho Church with 
such views enunciated, and was there not 
on tho p u t of Mr. Cridge a violation of 
canonio.il obedience ? Certain canons of 
the Church woro horo read by the learned 
Counsel showing the Dean's conduct in 
publishing certain observations in refer- 
ence to the Bishop had rendered him 
guilty of tho charge brought against him. 
Much offences it was mentioned entailed 
suspension from office, etc. Mr. Mc- 
Creight then alluded to tho Dean's rof us- 
ol to give tho required information to tho 
Bfshop on tho occasion of the Bishop's 
Visitation. 

At this stage portions of tho Letters Pa- 
tent were read, showing tho Bishop was 
entitled to make such visitations, and to 
make inquiries as to tho state of the 
Church, and had power to ordain, confirm, 
suspend for otfenco, and deprive of tho 
same the clergy of his diocese. For tho 
first 800 years of the Christian Church 
Bishops visited onco a year tho various 
churches in their diocese, after which, in 
case of sickness, such office was delegat- 
ed' to the Aachdeacons, and such powers 
exercised had continued up to tho present 
day; 

The next charge against the Dean was 
here adverted to and a letter of the 
Churchwardens read by Counsel, in which 
it was said tho Bishop seemed to havo se- 
ceded from tho Church of England and 
was no longer their legal Bishop, and 
that consequently tho Bishop had no right 
to make visitations and institute enquiry. 
The sentiment of that letter Dean Cridge 
endorsed. It was argued in tho abovo 
letter that tho Bishop having organized a 
Synod without tho consent of the Crown, 
he had forfeited tho allegiance duo to 
hi» from the clergy, and was no longer 
Dean Oridge's lawful Bishop. 

The charge of refusing to give tho Bish- 
op information as to tho Register of Bap- 
tisms and Burials, and for indulging in 
certain objectionable conduct when asked 
questions as to the communion plate on 
the occasion of the Bishop's visit was then 
brought under notice by tho learned 
Counsel; reference was also mado to t'lfl 
Dean using insulting language to the 
Bishop and stating that if the Bishop re- 
quired information ho should put the 
samo in writing. 

These offences were spoken of as ren- 
dering tho Dean guilty of contumacy. 

Tho Bishop's license appointing Mr. 
Cridge to officiate as Minister of Christ 
Church, and bis sworn oath to obey the 
Bishop in all lawful and honest demands 
was here read by Counsol. Various letters 
from the Bishop to tho Dean asking for 
reasons of the Dean questioning his auth- 
ority. Tho Dean's protest against tlie 
Bishop for former acts of his administra- 
tion in depriving tho Dean and congrega- 
tion from tinner protection of tho law, 
and thereby producing discord in a peace- 
ful congregation to tho great hindrance 
to himself and his legal rights, was hero 
read by tho learned Counsel. Reference 
was then made to a letter from the Bish- 
op addressed to Mr. Cridge, notifying 
that ho would make a visitation, and of 
tho Dean's reply, stating previous en- 
gagement would prevent his attendance 
and that when the Bishop did make the 
visitation on the day mentioned, he found 
tho church doors closed. Other corres- 
pondence between the Bishop and the 
Dean was also read, in which tho Bishop 
alluded to tho violation of tho 53rd canon 
of tho Church, and tho Dean's replies 
Booking to justify his conduct. Tho of- 
fence of denouncing his brother Minister 
from tho Pulpit, and speaking of him as 
having violated tho law of the land, of 
the Church, and of God, was then brought 
under notico. This was followed by read- 
ing of a letter from tho Dean, charging 
the Bishop with being "arbitrary," "un- 
just," "and havo committed a great 
wrong" in having passed censure upon 
him. The ordination vow was horo road , 
■bowing that the oath taker cousonted to 
submit with a glad heart to tho just de- 
mands of the Bishop, had been violated 
by tho Dean. Tho learned Counsol hero 
commented upon a letter of Dean Oridge's 
in which ho spoko of the Bishop's censure 
upon him as "a libel" as "abusive" and 
and "slanderous," and tho Dean's otfenco 
proved by nu law. Then comes a lottor 
from tho Bishop, saying if the Dean felt 
aggrieved ho could appeal to the Archbi- 
shop. 

An enquiry having been made of tho 
Dean why tho Bishop did not ofliciato, ho 
replied that ho could havo no reliance 
that ho would not advance tho same ob- 
jootionablo Rituals advocated by Mr. 
Roeoe.for tho Bishop had stated that Iiit- 
ulism was only a mere matter of opinion, 
not calling for prosecution, but neverthe- 
less, tho Dean would not oppose tlio Bi- 
shop occupying the Pulpit. 

A letter wan hero read by the Counsel 
from tho Dean to tho Bishop, chargii g 
tho Bishop with assumptions that would 
invade the Banctity and peace of tho 
Church, and introduce papal domination, 
tho darling object of his friend the Bish- 
op of Winchester. In this letter it was 
also asserted that Confirmation was not 
the'Bishop's service, or laying of hands 
justifiable. 

Tho "Court" hero took a recess.

Cridgo to tlio Bishop, in which tho Doan 
said he did not regard tho words "papal 
domination" ho had urged ns morbid and 
absurd, as represontod by tho Bishop, but 
that tho Bishop was using his influence 
to "lord it over God's heritage in a man- 
ner unallowed bylaw." Then followed 
tho reading of another lottor from Mr. 
Cridge to tho Bishop, askiug him whether 
ho thought it was right for hiin (tho Bish- 
op) to excito tho animosity of tho Clergy 
against their pastor, and use inflammatory 
language in so doing? and in anothor 
part of it, was it not tho duty of a Minister 
to drive away strange and erroneous 
doctrines from his flock ? Tho Bishop was 
also charged with favoring sacerdotal 
doctrine>3, and asked whether ho had as- 
cortainad tho viows of tho Rev. Mr. Mas- 
on upon this matter ? Then camo a let- 
ter from the Bishop, charging tho Doan 
with sotting up his own viows ans tho 
standard of correctness. At this stago 
certain lotters signed "Expectaus" and 
other lotters thatappearod in the Colonist 
in opposition to the principles of tho 
Church of England, and asserting that a 
Diocese was not necessary, woro read by 
tho learnod Counsel. 

Remarks upon thorn by the Bishop 
followed, showing that in tho Book of 
Common Prayer tho Pastoral control of 
tho Bishop was enjoined. In opposition 
to this view, tho Dean had asserted that 
tho governing was in tho body of tlio 
Church, and not in that of tho Bishop. 
Mr. MoCreight horo observed that Mr. 
Cridge seemed to think the Bishop had 
boon guilty of great omission of duty in 
not prosecuting Mr. Rooco for his viows 
upon Ritualism; but that tho Bishop 
failed to discover how Mr. Roeco had 
been guilty of a violation of boo. 89, Arti- 
cles. Tho learned Counsol here stated 
that ho was not now alluding to any vio- 
latDd case, but must look to the whole 
transactions extending over a lengthened 
period, all showing a painful disposition 
on tho part of tho Dean to ignore tho Bi- 
shop's authority, Ho would now produco 
the letters of the Dean addressed to tho 
Bishop. 

The Dean— I wish, at this stago, to en- 
ter my protest against tho proceedings, 
and read tho following: 

' 'I objoot to tho formation of this Court, 
and its sitting in judgment upon- me, for 
the Bishop.who is promoter of tho charge, 
has beon guilty of offonco by denying the 
supremacy of tho Queen, and has sot at 
naught the oath ho has takon to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury." 

The Dean — In this trial there was this 
anomaly: There seemed one law for the 
Bishop and another for himself. Ho was 
not propared at that time to say the course 
ho would pursue; but ho wished to know 
tho Bishop's viewB as to tho jurisdiction 
of tho Court. When ho asked, yesterday, 
Who is the prosocutor? three different 
answers were given; 1st Mr. McCreight 
said he represented tho prosecution; then 
that Drake k Jackson wero the prosecu- 
tors, and tho Bishop gave unsatisfactory 
answers. Ho objected to ono of tho As- 
sessors, who ought to be learned in tho 
law, and disapproved of Mr. O'Reilly act- 
ing as Assessor, who was not a learned 
man, but had beon connected with 
tho Excise in Irclaud. 

Mr. McCreight— I said yesterday I ap- 
peared as prosecutor in this caso. 

Tho Bishop — IJhavo only to repeat, tho 
jurisdiction of tlio Conrt is satisfactorily 
established in our mind. 

Tho Dean— Supposing all tho matter 
contained in tho charges against me wore 
gono into, they aro so fertile and so full, 
so extraordinary, I am almost afraid to 
namo tho time I should require. 

Judge O'Rielly— Mr. Cridgo, aawetold 
you yesterday, you will have atnplo time 
to speak when tho caso is ended. 

The Dean — You misunderstand mo. It 
is as to tho jurisdiction of the Court that 
I am now con tending. This caso may ex- 
tend over months, and I may bo some- 
timo ; what I fear is expeditions con- 
clusion to my detriment. I want amplo 
tiuio to contend as to tho legality of this 
Court, as I may not think fit to defend 
the charges, and I am not satisfied of its 
legality. 

Mr. Long, of tho Standard, was hero 
questioned as to tho authorship of certain 
letters; but declined to give tho authority 
of those anonymously signed. 

W. Curtis Ward was also called to cer- 
tify as to tho handwriting of Mr. Cridgo in 
certain letters produced, a largo number 
of which wero forthcoming. Ho deposed 
to being present at lirist Church when 
a sormon was delivered by Rev'd Mr. 
Recce, and of Mr. Oridge's address at tho 
end of the sermon, saying that it was the 
first time Ritualism had been preached in 
that Church, and ho would outer his pro- 
test against it, for that it was contrary to 
the book of Common Prayer, tho Law of 
God, and the Scriptures. 

On tho Rev. Mr. Cridgo being asked if 
ho would cross-examine this witness, he 
said, I am disputing tho jurisdiction of 
tho Court, and wish amplo time for that 
purpose, and therefore decline to cross-ex- 
amine the witness. 

The Court here adjourned to meet on 
Saturday at half-past ten o'clock. 



The Ecclesiastical Trial. 

Yesterday tho miserable business which 
is dignified with the title of "Ecclesiasti- 
sal Trial," was resumed at Pandora Btroot 
Church. Tho policeman with tho loadod 
revolver and tho handcuffs had disappear- 
ed. Mr. Bushby having washed his hands 
of tho affair by hastening away to Koot- 
enay, the Assessors aro reduced to throe 
—two clericals and a layman. This, of 
course, will prove a fatal defect upon an 
appeal— for wo accept as a foregone con- 
clusion tho conviction of tho Doan. In- 
deed, tho only fair thing about the trial 
would appear to bo tho prosonco of ladies 
in tho body of tlio church. Tho pro- 
coodiuga, which wero dreary in tho ox- 
tremo, woro confined to reading tho Dean's 
pungent letters by tho learned Counsol, 
and an argument in favor of tho divino 
right of Bishops and tho Apostolic Suc- 
cession! Verily, tho report roads aa 
though tho world had taken a turn back- 
ward and wo woro walking in tho days of 
Cranmer, of Laud.aud of Wolsey. It only 
needs tho towor.tho block and tho stake to 
complete |the picture. Tho Doan and 
his devoted friends, romomboring that 
"thrice is ho armod who has his quarrel 
just," stand their grouud manfully against 
fearful odds. If they showalack-of le- 
gal knowledge they display a largo 
amount of common sense, which is to bo 
preferred in this caso, at least. Tho trial 
will proceed to-day, another application 
of the Dean for an opportunity to study 
Mr. McCreight's position having been 
denied.

Madrid, Sept. 9— Carlists recently fir- 
ed on a train of oars, believing that the 
Austrian and Gorman Ambassadors wero 
passongors. The driver and stoker of 
the ongino woro killed. 

Gon. Lazrano has been appointed Com- 
mandor-in-Chiof of tho Army of the North, 
and Gens. Loma and Sebalio Command- 
ers of the divisions. 

Liverpool, Sopt. 9. — A collision oc- 
curred ill the Mersey to day between tho 
Spanish steamer Tomas and tho Oriental 
Lino steamer Alexandria. Tho latter 
sank and tho Tomas was badly damaged. 

Canada. 

Halifax, Sopt. 9— The boat raco be- 
tween Logan, Croatts, John and Ross Fil- 
loy, and tho crow for Halifax, was run 
thoro this morniDg. Tho weather was 
fair, and the water smooth. Tho Halifax 
orew won by 7 lengths. 

Japan. 

San Francisco, Sep. 10.— Most im- 
portant news from China and Japan, 
relative to the settlement of the Formosa 
difficulty has boon anticipated by tele- 
graph. Tho Japan Gazette of tho 21st of 
Aug, however, contains an account of tho 
murder of Mr. Haber, German Consul at 
Hakodadi on the 12th of August. Ho w»i 
assassinated by a native who says ho was 
commanded by a demon to execute the 
crime. Ho attacked his victim with a 
sword and mangled him fearfully, stab- 
bing him in many places, almost severing 
both arms and cutting off entirely one of 
his legs. Tho German corvette Elizabeth 
sailod at onco from Yokohama for Hako- 
dadi on receipt of tho startling nows. Tho 
assassin was in custody. 

On tho 31st of August thoro was a very 
sovero shock of earthquake in Yokohama, 
but no damago resulted.

Canada. 

Ottawa, Ont., Sopt. 10— A brisk forest 
firo i» raging in tho neighborhood of 
Tcmploton, and immense property has 
beon destroyed. Tho country, for a dis- 
tance of 10 miles square, is blackened 
and oharrod. The city of Ottawa ia full 
of sinoko from tho firo, and ashes fall 
thickly in tho streets. 

Europe. 

London, Sept. 10. -A Timu dispatch says 
tho Emir of Kashgar has defeated tho 
principal body of troops which woro me- 
nacing his frontier. 

London, Sept. 10 — A Paris dispatch 
says Guizot, tho author aud statosman, is 
in a comatose stato of death. 

The ship Uxine, on a voyage from 
Shields to Aden, took firo aud was do- 
atroyod. Twenty-one of her crow, who 
escaped in two boats, havo arrivod at St. 
Ilelona after a voyage of ovor 1,100 miles 
during which noithor boat saw each other. 
Tho third boat containing tho remainder 
of tho crew has not yet been heard from. 

Paris, Sept. 10— Newspapers hero pub- 
lish an official Carlist dispatch acknow- 
ledging that Royalists fired on tho Gor- 
man gunboats Albatross and Nautilus at 
Guetaria. The dispatch doclaros tho ves- 
sels wore endeavoring to effeot a landing 
of armed men. 

Eastern Stales.

Tho great British ironolad Devasta- 
tion recently took part in a mock na- 
val action. Tho London "Daily Tolo- 
graph" says:— "All tho men, from 
captain to tho lowest grade, wero under 
orders to bo on board by 9 a. in. At 
9:30 tho drum beat to quarters, it be- 
ing understood that in the pilot tower 
an enemy's ship had been sighted in 
tho distance. The captain took his 
post within the shell-proof tower, and 
gave his commands through speaking ' 
tubes. The turrets wero manned by 
their full complement of men, 24 to 
each gun, 11 taking inside and thir- 
teen outside positions in working each. - 
From the turrets down to the maga- 
zines, every trap-hole was manned. 
On the word being given to load guns 
tho 700 pound shells wero within a 
minute brought out, hoisted on the 
pulley carriage, run down to the guns' 
mouth, and the gun loadod and run 
out. Tho distance from tho enemy 
being given, the gun was raised to the 
proper level, and discharged within 
tho second minute. Tho enemy 
being supposed to havo escaped, horo 
down on tho Devastation, and boats 
put off to board her. The bugle soun- 
ded to arms to repel tho boarders, 
whon two-thirds of the men of the 
crew— comprising 100 men each divi- 
sion—flow to arms, nnd with swords 
and guns ran up to the boarding deck, 
tho third division remaining below to 
protect the magazines, and as a reserve. 
The boats being repulsed, it was sup- 
posod that tho enemy had returned to 
their guns and that a shell having 
burnt had set tire to the Devastation. 
On this three bells were rung, and the 
men wero ordered to the hose. Four 
hose wero sot in operation on tho 
sounding of the bugle, and the fore- 
part of the ship was deluged with 
water at thejrate of about three tuns 
per minute. The imaginary firo be- 
ing got under, tho bugle sounded to 
return to posts, the enemy's ship still 
approaching. The order was next 
givon to "ram" her. All tho men re- 
turned to tho breastwork dock, and ly- 
ing down, with their heads forward, 
prepared for tho shock. The imagin- 
ary enemy being pierced, tho drum 
again beat to quarters, guns were 
loaded, and after backing out from the 
supposed disabled ship, a broadside of 
four guns was poured into her. Tho 
act was supposed to have destroyed 
the enemy, and the bugle sounded to 
secure tho guns. On the captain re- 
ceiving reports that everything was 
secured, the bugle sounded dismiss- 
al."
